SHE FOLLOWS 


HER HUSBAND. 


Poison and Dies. | 


Was Suspected of the Mucde 
That Took Him. 


Aftec Leaving Notes to 
- Her Relatives: 


Mrs. Rosa B. Smith was found dead 
in. a room in the Natick House yester- 
day afternoon, hours after she 
had expired. She. had taken poison, 
the exact nature of which is as yet 
unknown, and then, placing herself 
fully dressed upon the bed, had calmly 
awaited death. On the dresser near 
the bed were found several notes, 
which showed that the suicide had 
been premeditated and carefully 
planned. | 

The suicide is a sequel to a mys- 


week ago yesterday, the victim being 
F. M. Smith, the woman's husband, 
who was shot. 

Smith was a barber employed in 
Sacramento. The body was taken there 


and an inquest was held. Some of the 


officers voiced the suspicion that the 
wife knew who had murdered her 
husband. This, coming to the widow's 
ears, apparently almost crazed her, and 
she repeatedly asserted her innocence, 

The body of the murdered man was 


brought to Los Ange'es and taken to 


the family home at Fernando, where 
the funeral was held Friday. © 

The widow refused to be comforted, 
and frequently stated that she would 
rather be dead than live without her 
husband. She made no direct threat 
that she intended to commit suicide, 
however, and it did not occur to her 


relatives to watch her. Her husband's. 


life had been insured, and when she 
was asked, after the funeral, as to 
what disposition she intended to make 
of it, she became hysterical], and statca 
that she did not want to touch the 
money. 

Sunday afternoon she appeared at 
the Natick House and secured a room. 
She paid for it until last evening at 6 
o'clock, and left orders that she was 
not to be disturbed. She was seen no 
more alive. 

Yesterday afternoon one of the em+ 
ployés of the hotel tried to arouse her 
by rapping at the door, but without 
success. A step-ladder was procured, 
and when a porter looked through the 
pane he saw the corpse on the 


When the door was forced it was 
discovered that the woman had been 
dead many hours. In notes to rela- 
tives, Mrs. Smith stated that she 
could not live without her husband 
and preferred death. She stated that 
the terrible suspicion that had been 
voiced at Sacramento was more than 
she could bear, and she hoped. that 
those who learned of her death would 
not now charge that she knew any- 
thing about who the murderer of her 
husband is. She left directions as to 
t disposition of her effects and the 
insurance money, and closed with an 
expression of the hope that she could 
lie beside the body of her husband.

MURDER. 
DBAD WOMAN SUSRECTED. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. &8.—F. M. Smith 
was murdered on a lonely road near 
Sacramento last Monday. Mrs. Smith 
was with him at the time. Her story 
as told to the authorities is as fol- 
lows: 
“My husband and’I were on our way 
to Sacramento after a day's fishing in 


the American River. About a mile 


from the city limits a man stepped in 
the road and, presenting a pistol, said, 


‘throw up your hands.’ I turned to run 


and heard my husband cry out ‘mur- 
der.’ There were two shots. I ran 
half a mile to a house and got help. 
We went back and found my husband 
dead. He had been robbed of a purse 
containing about $100. My husband 
was a barber and I worked with him 
at the barber trade.” 

Searching parties scoured the coun- 
try in the locality of the tragedy, put 
no clue to the alleged murderer was 
found. The woman was taken into 
custody and questioned. She denied 
having killed her husband, though the 
accusation was made to her face. She 
was allowed to go to Fernando ahd Los 
Angeles to bury her dead husband, but 
was kept under surveillance. Ten 
days before the murder Smith effected 
a $1000 insurance on his life. He was 
an Odd Fellow. 

It is believed by the authorities here 
that Mrs. Smith murdered her husband.

SECRETARY SHAW FAVORS IT.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The letter 
‘calls attention to a recent decision of 
the United States District Court for 
the Seuthern District of New York, 
which held that warehoused goods, on 
withdrawal for consumption, are du- | 
tiable at the rate in force when. the 
goods Were warehoused. The de - 
ment’s practice under the ciustoms act 
has been to coliect duties at the rates 
provided by the law when the. goods 
are withdrawn. Congress has provided 
for the free admission of tea after De- 
cember 31 next, and in the various 
warehouses of the country there is a 
very large amount of tea, imported 
under the impression that it could be. 
ware and withdrawn free after 
Décember 31 ¢ 


The department, Secretary Shaw 
says, must coflect duty according to 
existing statute. He concludes: ‘‘Un- 
less the law is modified, the tea prob- 
ably will be exported and much -delay 
and litigation will ensue, for much of 
the tea has been sold to be delivered 
January 1, 1903, at a price ruinous to 
wholesale merchants, if compelled to 
pay 10 cents a pound duty.” 

The amount of tea in bended ware- 
1902, was 64,126,785 
pounds. Other importations. since that 
date, it is estimated, have increased 
that figure to approximately 70,000,000 
pounds, the tag on which, if collected, 
would be $7,008,000.

SHOOTING AT MONROVIA. 


United States Minister Crossland 
Wounds a Former Brooklyn Man, Who, 


He Says, Attacked Him With a Razor. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) — 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Considerable mystery sur- 
rounds the shooting of a former 
Brooklyn man, named Faulkner, at 
Monrovia, Africa, by Dr J. R. A.

ji life he was forced to shoot Faulkner. 


The latter was not killed, but was 
badly injured. Minister Crossland also 
said that the whole matter 
vestigated by the Cabinet Members of 
Monrovia, who, he says, exonerated 
him-from blame. 

It is further learned that the condi- 
tion of affairs in the consulate at Mon- 
rovia is far from satisfactory to the 
State Department, as this is not the 
first trouble in Which Minister Cross- 
land has been involved. The only ac- 
tion so far taken by the department is 
to send a copy of the Faulkner letter 
to Crossland, at the same time calling 
on the latter for a full report and an 
explanation of the charges made by 
Faulkner. Crossland owas boarding 
with ulkner at the time of the as- 
sa ult. 

Monrovia {s an American negro col- 
ony, and Minister Crossland is a negro 
Reppblican from Missouri, having been 
appointed Minister in January of this 
year. He is officially designated as 
Minister resident and Consul-General, 
his salary being $4000. The colony at 
Monrovia -is made up altogether of 
negroes, who have emigrated from 
this country. There is a colonization 
society here in this city, which is en- 
gaged in the work of raising funds to 
send negroes to Monrévia.

SHE FOLLOWS 
HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Rosa B. Smith Takes 
Poison and Dies. 


Was Suspected of the Mucde 
That Took Him. 


Commits Suicide in the Natick 
Aftec Leaving Notes to 
Her Relatives. 


Mrs. Rosa B. Smith was found dead 
in a room in the Natick House yester- 
day afternoon, hours after she 
had expired. She had taken poison, 
the exact nature of which is as yet 
unknown, and then, placing herself 
fully dressed upon the bed, had calmly 
awaited death. On the’ dresser near 
the bed were found several notes, 


which showed that the. suicide had 
been premeditated and carefully 
planned. 


The suicide is a sequel to a mys- 
terious murder near Sacramento, @ 
week ago yesterday, the victim being 
F. M. Smith, the woman's husband, 
who was shot. ' 

Smith was a barber employed in 
Sacramento. The body was taken there 
and an inquest was held. Some of the 
officers voiced the suspicion that the 
wife knew who had murdered her 
husband. This, coming to the widow's 
ears, apparently almost crazed her, and 
she repeatedly asserted her innocence. 

The body of the murdered man was 
brought to Los Ange'es and taken to 
the family home at Fernando, where 
the funeral was held Friday. 

The widow refused to be comforted, 
and frequently stated that she would 
rather be dead than live without her 


‘husband. She made no direct threat 


that she intended to commit suicide, 
however, and it did not occur to her 
relatives to watch her. Her husband's 
life had been insured, and when she 
was asked, after the funeral, as to 
what disposition she intended to make 
of it, she became hysterical], and statea 
that she did not want to touch the 
money. 

wig afternoon 
the Natick House and secured a room. 
She paid for it until last evening at 6 
o'clock, and left orders that she was 
not to be disturbed. She was seen no 

Yesterday afternoon one of the em- 
ployés of the hotel tried to arouse her 
by rapping at the door, but without 
success. A step-ladder was procured, 
and when a porter looked through the 
transom saw the corpse on the 


When the door was forced It was 
discovered that the woman had been 
dead many hours. In notes to rela- 
tives, Mrs. Smith stated that she 
could not live without her husband 
and preferred death. She stated that 
the terrible suspicion that had been 
voiced at Sacramento was more than 
she could bear, and she hoped that 
those who learned of her death would 
not now charge that she knew any- 
thing about who the murderer of her 
husband is. She left directions as ¢o 
the disposition of her effects and the 
insurance money, and closed with an 
expression of the hope that she could 
lie beside the body of her husband. 
The remains were taken to the under- 
taking parlors of Peck & Chase, and 
will be buried at Fernando. 


THE MURDER. 
DBAD WOMAN SUSRECTED. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 8.—F. M. Smith 
was murdered on a lonely road near 


Sacramento last Monday. Mrs. Smith 
was with him at the time. Her story 


lows: 

“My husband and I were on our way 
to Sacramento after a day’s fishing in 
the American River. Aocout a mile 
from the city limits a man stepped in 
the road and, presenting a pistol, said, 
‘throw up your hands.’ 
and heard my husband cry out ‘mur- 
der.’ There were two shots. I ran 
half a mile to a house and got help. 
We went back and found my husband 
dead. He had been robbed of a purse 
containing about $100. My husband 
was. a barber and I worked with him 
at the barber trade." 

Searching parties scoured the coun- 
try in the locality of the tragedy, but 
no clue to the alleged murderer was 
found. The woman was taken into 
custody and -questioned. She denied 
having killed her husband, though the 
accusation was made to her face. She 
was allowed to go to Fernando and Los 
Angeles to bury her dead husband, but 
was kept under surveillance, 
days before the murder Smith effected 
a $1000 insurance on his life. He was 
an Odd Fellow. 

It is believed by the authorities here 
that Mrs. Smith murdered her husband.

the strikera themselves, who are rep- 
‘Tesented as doing all they can to pre- 
Serve the peace and prevent the riot- 
fag. If these claims are true, why is 
“organized labor” opposed to the 
gpilitia? The militia is never called 
out except for the purpose of preserv- 
img the public peace. It has never, 
Within the history of the country, 
been used for purposes of oppression, 
mor for the wronging of any man. The 
power of the militia has never been 
@i¥ected, and never will be directed, 
against any man who is peaceful and 
law-abiding. It has been invoked, in 
cases of labor disturbances, only for 
the preservation of order and the pro- 
tection of property. It is perfectly 
clear to any sane mind that the use 
of the militia for these legitimate and 
necessary purposes can antagonize no 
person and no interest not cnlisted on 
the side of lawlessness. 

The opposition of labor organiza- 
tions to the National Guard, wherever 
i ts made manifest, is a tacit con- 
fession that these unions uphold law- 


of law. There is no getting away from 
this proposition. If the members ‘of 
‘labor were sincere in their 
professions of a desire to uphold +h 
law prescrv@ the peace, they 
would be anxions to join the militia, 
wherever possible, because in that 
relation they would be better able to 
assist in the suppression of disorder. 

The palpable fact is that the labor 
unions—or many of them—are opposed 
to the militia because the militia is 
used, when used at all in labor trou- 
bles, to oppose and suppress “the right 
to riot,” which seems to be regarded 
by many of these organigations as a 
right fully as sacred as the constitu- 
tional right to “life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness.”

upon the shamefully unpatriotic at- 
titude of men who, enjoying the pro- 
tection of the best government ever 
devised by man, refuse. to do their 
duty as citizens in the necessary work 


No man who 
thus shirks the duties of citizenship 
has a moral right to share the full 
rights and immunities of citizenship. 
The idea of any privileged class or 
classes, is repugnant to our system of 
free government. Every man should 
do his duty as a citizen, and every 
man should be equal before the law. 


OM NAST. 

The first of the grand army of 
American caricaturists has gone to his 
long reward. Thomas Nast, in his day 
and generation, easily led the world in 
the force and virility of his work, and 
as for its effectiveness, it is doubtful 
if drawings were ever made that had 
so immediate and telling an _ effect 
upon men and conditions as had ihe 
wonderfully scathing and biasting car- 
toons by N that awoke the cttr of 
New York in the °70’s to the way it 
was being looted by the gang then in 
power under ‘the leadership of Boss 
Tweed. Nast’s drawings were instinct 
with the character of the man with 
the pencil in his hand. No one else 
drew as he did, and it needed not the 
artist's brief signature in the corner to 
acquflint the American people with 
the fact that Nast had broken loose 
again. His strong lines, his unique 
facility for putting a portrait in a half 


dozen strokes of the pencil, and his 


matchiess ability to hit off the salient 
features of an evil to which he had 
concluded to turn his attention have 
been equaled by no other Aerie 
draughtsman. But, beside his savage 
and scathing drawings that ‘helped 
New York to free itself from the grip 
of thieves and ragcals, Nast, during 
the greut war between the North and 
South, presénted in Harper's Weekly 
ome most exquisite and striking car- 
toons expressive of sorrow, or joy, or 
national rejoicing. In fact, he was a)- 
most alone in this work during those 
trying and momentous times and, in 
his way, he séemed to be a factor 
raised up by providence to help the 
cause cf liberty on its stire course of 
ultimate triumph. Nast was one of 
the stalwarts. He wrought well for 
his adopted country. He was fiany 
times a power in politics and his name 
Will live in the annals of. the land 


whose service in a foreign land h> 
was when death called him to rest 
that he had earned by loyal and pa- 
triotic service.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. “Shore 
Acres” is by many play-goers regarded 
as the best of the late James A. 
Herne’s interesting plays. It is at all 
events a delightful idyl of the New 
England country. It comes back to us, 
after some yenrs, like an old and dear 
friend, whose pleasant Ways and ster- 
ling worth we can never forget. 

In this play there is a curious min- 
gling of realism and sentiment—or, let 
us say, ideality. Its quaint characters 
are obviously drawn from life, with 
much fidelity. They are distinct and 
striking types. Mr, Herne went straight 
to nature for his dramatic materials; 
and, having obtained them, he trans-. 
fused them with his own personality, 
and a certain poetic delicacy of imagi- 
nation which was peculiarly his own. 
While there is no very striking origi- 


themes, his treatment of them. is dis- 
tinctly original, and the result is a 
high degree of dramatic effectiveness. 
- “Shore Acres” is opulent in the qual- 
ity of “heart interest;’’ yet this quality 
is not obtrusive. It is written into 
the play in a minor key, and makes it- 
self felt almost wholly by indirection. 
The fortress of the emotions is not 
stormed and carried by assault. It is 
kained by gentle strategy, the other 
name of which is art. Nox pretentious, 
ostentatious, fambuoyant art (which is, 
rather, artificiality;) but the simple, 
faithful art which does not get out 
of touch with nature, and, therefore, 
does not fail in its appeal to emotions. 
that are fundamental. 

The company which is now present- 
ing “Shore Acres” at the Los Angeles 
Theater has been judiciously selected. 
The principal characters are succes 
fully presented without the necessity 
excessive make-up on the part of the 
players. This is an advantage, for the 
make-up of nature is generally much 

tter than that of grease; paint, false 
wigs, and artificial whiskers. 

James T. Galloway presents a fin- 
tshed characterization in the role of 
Nathaniel Berry (the one character in 
the play around which the supreme in- 
terest centers.)

Great Britain and Germany 
Take Decisive Action. 
Balfour Makes Announcement in 
of 


Forcible Action is ‘to Follow if 
Venezuela Does not Give 
Full Satisfaction. 


‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
LONDON, Dec. 8.—{By Atlantia Ca- 
ble.} Great Britain and Germany have 
presented ultimatums to Venezuela 
which will be followed up by the seiz- 
ure of the customs unless a satisfac- 
tory settlement is forthcoming within 
a brief period. 
The ultimatums have a time limit, 
but the exact date cannot be ascer- 
tained here. The Foreign Office states, 
with regard to the limit: “It is a rea- 
sonable time in which Venesuela can 
satisfy the injured governments. Both 
notes are practically identical, .al- 
though the amounts of the claims dif- 
fer. The notes merely reiterate the 
continued disregard by the Veneguelan 
government of all our representations; 
specify our claims, and demand imme- 
diate action on the part of President 


Castro's government in c 
therewith.” 
The British governmerit’s case is 


practically identical with the state 
ments made in previous dispatches 
from London, in which it was first an- 
nounced that the present action was 
contemplated. Should the British ul- 
timatum meet with a hostile reception 
the British Minister, W. H. D: Hag- 
gard, has been instructed to go aboard 
a British warship or, if that is imprac- 
ticable, to go into the neighboring 
British colony, 

Premier Balfour's announcement: in 
the House of Commons this afternpon 
is regarded as merely the obvious ¢ul- 
mination to the situation which daily 


has been becoming more critical for 


the past three months. | 

The Foreign Office says: ‘‘There- is 
not the slightest desire°to coerce Vene- 
zuela, and if any answer had been 
made to our repeated protests and de- 
mands, no such action as now taken 
would ‘have been proceeded with. It is 
her persistent and insulting disregard 
of all representations which compelled 
us to move. It is now too late in the 
day for anything but purely Giplomatic 
arrangements for the satisfaction of 
our injuries. When the fleets have as- 
sembled, there is scarcely time to deal 
with bankers and a financial settle- 
ment, which should. have been sug- 
gested long ago, and would have been 
welcomed by both Germany and our- 
selves. However, any bona fide prop- 
“sition will receive careful attention, 
Reconstruction in commercial affairs 
is always better than liquidation, and 
if the reconstruction of the Venezuelan 
finances can be accomplished to the 
satisfaction of ovr diplomatic claims 
and individual losses, both Germany 
and Great Britain will have achieved 
their ends.” 

BALFOUR INFORMS COMMONS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—[{[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} Premier Balfour announc: to- 
day that an ultimatum had ‘been «°nt 
to Venezuela, and that in the event of 
a-satisfactory reply not being received 
the British and German governments 
would take measures to enforce Brit- 
ish and German claims against that 
country. : | 

Mr. Balfour, when questioned on the 
Venezuelan situation by the Liberal 
leader, Sir Henry: Campbell-Banner- 
man, said: 

“For the past two years we have had 
Grave cause for complaint on various 
occasions of unjustifiable interference 
by the Venezuelan government with 
the liberty and property of British 
subjects. No effort has been spared 
by the British government to obtain 
an amicable settlement of these cases, 
but in none of them have satisfactory 
explanations been forthcoming. Lat- 
terly, the representations of the British 
Minister have been practically unno- 
ticed. There are also cases in which 
British subjects and companies have 
large claims. We have been a¢ting in 
conjunction with the German govern- 
ment, which has large claims against 
Venezuela. A final communication has 


‘| been made to the Venezuelan govern- 


ment by the British Minister and the 
German chargé d'affaires. If no satis- 
factory reply is received, the govern- 
ments have decided to take such meas- 
ures as are necéssary to enforce their 
claims.”’ 
Replying to a: supplementary ques- 
tion, Mr. Balfour said he understood 
the communication to Venezuela was 
neither joint nor identical. 
s<GERMANY’S ULTIMATUM.

Silk Culture. 


At the last meeting of the Seri-Cul- 
ture Club an interesting paper upon the 
Indian Tusser worm was read and 
discussed. Said the speaker: “There 


Tusser, the Muga, Anthera assama, ang 
the Eri attacus Bicina, natives of As- 
sama. The Muga worm, produces five 
broods and five harvests of cocoons an- 
nually. Each generation molts four 
times, feeds about thirty days, and 
passes fifteen days in the pupal stage. 
The-worm when full grown is about 
five inches long. green with red warts 
and yellowish stripe along each side: 
the cocoon is about three inches long 
and one inch in diameter. fiber is 
yellow or white. Formerly the robes 
of the kings of Assam were made of 
this silk. All three of the last-named 
worms are more robust and less trou- 
blesome to grow than is the mulberry 
worm. Being many-brooded, they will 
afford werk for’at least nine months 
in the year. The chief food plant. of 
these worms is the castor oil plant, 
which grows so freely in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and when grown mainly for 
silk-worm food by t@king only half the 
leaves, ft is possible to secure a crop of 
oil-bearing seeds as well as leaves, thus 
getting double toll. The Chinese Tusser 
worm Antherea pernyi is ‘another sigs- 
ter of the Indian Tusser. The silk of 
this worm produces the fabric known 
as “pongee” silk. -
